It is suggested that the Nazis are 
demanding other Government posi- 
fons,.and considerable pressure  {s 
belng brought to bear on this. 

Meanwhile, Instructions have been 
Iesued to «the Nazis to abstain 
from voting on Sunday, with the 
rider: "Uniess a contrary order is 
, given on Saturday evening.” 

It is generally believed that the 
demands made by Herr Seyssinquart 
to Dr. von Schuschnigg included, 
firstly, the postponement of the 
plebiscite to.give time for a Naz 
propaganda campaign; secondly two 

‘ more Cabinet posts to be given to 
the Nazis. 

Herr Keppler {s understood to have 
pressed for acceptnnce of Germany's 
scheme for economic co-opcration 
with Austria, involving on extensive 
plan of barter of Austrian agricul- 
tural products for German arma- 
ments, and o substantial diversion 
of Austrian raw materials to Ger- 
‘many. The Austrians have hitherto 
resisted this demand.—Reuter.

“Tells Of Life 
Of Mediaeval 
St. Thomas 


Father Byrne Gives 
Interesting Talk 


A lecture on St. Thomas Aquinas 
was given by Father Byrne at 
Rosaryhill, yesterday when the 
Damniean Oracr celebrated — the 
Feast Day of the Saint. 


Several poems and songs were 
rendered by the friars and their 
pupils, and a discussion was held on 
the thesis Infinict sunt ex caritate 
dillgendi, non quidem qua intmict 
sed qua homincs, : . 


In his talk, which was entitled “A 
Great Medineval Thinker," = Fr. 
Byrne said: :

An unusual shudder 
ran through the King’s guests, 08 


ihe King's dinner table shook with 


| the unusual rattle caused by one of 


thelr number thumping St, and hush- 
ing the royal conversation {in his 
absented-minded satisfaction —_at 
silencing Manichces! What would 
the King, Louls 1X of France, say? 
For the King, believed Jn court 
etiquette as is shown by his charge 
that “every onc should.dress well in 
the manner of his rank that his wife 
may love him.” 


But who was thls man thumping 9 
King’s table? A rustic strayed Into 
court? By no means! The blucst 
blood of the royalty of the day flow- 
ed in his veins. .He claimed Bar- 
barossa os his granduncle, Frederick 
II, the Wonder of the World, as his 
cousin, and the Holy Roman Em- 
peror too. In the Universities of 
Parls and Germany his nome was a 
houschold one. Nor, it would scem, 
was he unknown to Oxford and 
London, Jf ever there was an inter- 
natlonal mon, such _a man was 
Thomas Aquinas, who, in Friar's 
habit, sat at the King's table because 
tho King had bldden him there, He 
was international in the sense that, 
when the Western World was really 
International in its spiritual outlook 
and, at least ideally, international in 
its Imperial aspirations—the Holy 
Roman Empire—he belonged not 
only by hls whole sou) but by his 
Nife’s achievement to the universal 
spiritual reatm, by blood he belonged 
to the other, : 

L have selected this Incident to in- 
troduce to you St, Thomas Aquinas, 
because I consider it a revelation of 
the single purpose of his life. Ap- 
parently the King did, too, for his 
immediate reaction was to order his 
secretaries to hasten to the absorbed 
gucst and note down his thought. 
Whether in the privacy. of his 
Dominican cell, or at a_ king's 
banquet, his mind was bent on onc 
thing, the quest of truth, but God's 
truth, Fluttering after truth is one 
tang—popuiar with the Modern 
Mind—secking truth is another. And 
Thomas Aquinas stands out not only 
in the: medineval world, which = the 
flutterers: have despised, but he will 
stand out for all time as dne of the 
greatest seckers of truth known to 
mankind; seekers, do f say? Not 
not a mere secker but a Ander; 
finder of the one truth, and only 
truth, which can set us free. 


A STUDENT'S IMAGERY 


We might say that Thomas Aquinns 
stood firmly on the rock of 
Middle Ages, and thata return to 
him and his quest of truth will 
hasten the fall of the Renaissance 
star which hos cast so much twilight 
on our earth, and {is in_ no small 
mensure responsible for the morass 
of doubt, the morass of unrest, the 
morass of hatred in which man: finds 
himself sinking to-day. To many 
the suggestion of a return to the 
thought of St. Thomas os the cure for 
modern jlIs would be like hunting 
for alchemists to solve our cconomic 
roubles, or hintIng that the witch’s 
bh oomsgick replace the acroplane! 
That responsible thinkers can think 
so {snot one of the Jeast of the 
maladies of modern thought. For- 
tunately there $s a revived interest 
In Thomas Aquinas. It Is significant 
that one may take a degree at Oxford 
now In the’ Utterae humantores on 
the works of St. Thomas, and one 
may listen to him under the acgis of 
the London University. 


Professor Grandgent of Harvard 
University in his Old and New, 
speaking cf the period which follow- 
ed the Renalssance docs not hesitate 
to write: 


“The Dark Ages—an epoch in the 
world's history beginning with or 
shortly after ‘the’ French Revolution 
marked by o general extension of 
tenching ond educutlon, ‘resulting ‘in 
n vast increase ‘of celf-confident 
ignorance, It was induced by the 
yradual triumph of democracy, and 
will last until the mosses, now be- 
come arbiters of taste and science 
shall heve been ralsed to the level 
formerly occupied by the privileged 
classes, 


A MEDIAEVAL THINKER

“BARTLETT 
TALKS TO 
HONGKONG 


Far East Affairs 
Discussed 


Vernon Bartlett, noted journalist, 
who has been making a study of 
political affaira in the. Far East, gavo 
an entertaining radio tall on his 
impressions last night. He left carly 
this morning on his return to London. 

Mr. Bartlett sald: 


May I begin by explaining why 
I'm talking at all? I had the plea- 
sure and tho misfortune to lunch 
with yéur Postmaster Gencral—a 
pleasure beenuse I happencd to Ike 
him; a misfortune becnuse I hate 
being called upon to talk at short 
notice and--he did. that very. thing 
to me, There was no suggestion af 
{t when lunch began and before 
lunch was over I was pledged, to fuce 
the microphone this evening. 


I used to broadcast n good deal 
in England and, between ourselves, 
although I'd do everything possible 
to sound os thouth I were saying 
anything that came Into my head, 
I'd spend at least 20 hours a week In 
preparing o 15 minutes talk about 
international affairs. There was 
always the possibility that, §£ I talked 
about Paraguay or the North Pole, 
there would be somcbody Hstening 
In who had spent all his Nfe in 
Paraguay or o good-many years of 
it trying to reach the North Pole, 
and ho'd write in to the British 
Broadcasting, Corporation to say that 
I ought to be sacked, or shot, or both. 


And here Iam ficed with a 
microphone having arrived in. Hong- 
kong from Shanghai this morning 
and being compelled, much against 
my will, to sail for Singapore this 
evening. What can I say in such 
clrcumstances? 


FLYING VISIT 


My job at home Is to write about 
international affairs, and, alas, we're 
so taken up with Italy or Germany 
that we find it difficult—or our states- 
men and editors find it dificult—to 
realise the extent to which the fate 
of Europe {s being decided in the 
For East. That means that I could 
escape from home only for two 
months, and two months, even if you 
fly all the way from London to 
Hongkong as I did gives you very 
little time to become an expert on 
Chinese affairs, ; 


A week, in Hankow, a fortnight in 
Hongkong, a couple of days in Can- 
ton—no, I shan't be such a fool nos 
to say What I think about the Far 
East after that short experience. At 
least I shall only say that in my 
Opinion, it is one of the worst trage- 
dies of the after-war period that this 
greatest potential market in the 
world, China, should be threatened 
with the danger of absolute chaos 
when, for the first time since 1911, 
os the import and export statistles 
show, it is becoming slowly more 
united, better discipiined ond better 
Koverned. 


I daresay that, in the process of 
trying to defend its territory the 
Chinese people will become still more 
united; that's very definitely the im- 
pression one brings back from Hane 
kow, but at’ a’ cost ‘in Chinese lives 
ond forelgn capital which ig: terri« 
fying and tragic, 


I can’t say very much about Shang- 
hal, becnuse fog delayed my ship co 
effectively that I arrived there at 7 
p.m, one evening and'I had to return 
to Hongkong at 11 om, the next 
day—surely one of the shortest visits 
on record! But even so I was able 
to go round the most horrible de- 
vastated area I have ever seen, far 
worse than Madrid and that's bad 
enough, and to convince myself more 
thoroughly than ever before ‘that, 
if the world allows this sort of des- 
truction to take place without even 
a declaration of war, the outlool for 
civilisation is very black, and de 
servedly binck. It ts only in places 
Hike Shanghai or Hongkong that you 
realise how very interdependent 
People of every race and colour have 
become; how much the maintenance 
of peace has become everybody's 
interest. 


SCRAP OLD IDEAS

terror, and Austria is rapidly approaching a state of civil war as a 


result of the forthcoming plebiscite.

Frank Warning By 
Japan Militarists 


Tokyo, Mar. 11. 

A strong. warning against 
excessive eagerness to end the 
China “incident” before finding 
a radical solution of the pro- 
blems. involved, was voiced in a 
War Office pamphlet. in com- 
memoration of Army Day. 

“Up to now,” read the pamph- 
let, “the North China and 
Kiangnan areas, as far as Nan- 
king have fallen into Japanese 
hands. These areas, however, 
make up only a section of the 
Chinese territory still under 
control of the National Govern- 
ment, 

“With an enorinous population and 
irea many times larger than Japan's, 
China, not being a modern State, ° 
secmed to be suffering less acutely 
than a fully developed modern State, 
despite the severity In losses of both 
men and moncy. Because of these 
circumstances, China sijll plans long- . 
term warfare even after the fall of 
Nanking. Chinn fs also recelving 
war supplics from.a number of for-,. . 
clgn powers which are anxious to 
safeguard Interests and to weaken 
Jnpan by protracting the National 
resistance. There 
seems to be a conspiracy to reduce

It ts belleved that 
Herr Seyssinquart's hand ‘in this 
connection hos been greatly streng- 
thened by the arrival from Berlin of 
Herr Keppler, Secretary of State and 
Herr Hitier’s economic adviscr, who 
is believed to have brought a messuge 
from Herr Hitler, 


It Js understood Herr Seyssinquart 
told Dr, von Schuschnigg that he 
could not tolerate “bosnevisation of 
the Fatherland Front", when refer 
ring to the Government negotlations 
for the support of the workers, and 
Herr Hitler was of the same mind. 
lt is suggested thot the Nazis arc, 
demanding other Government posl-'! 
ttons, and considerable pressure is) 
belng brought to bear on this, 


Meanwhile, instructions have been 
issued to ‘the Nazis to abstain 
from voting on Sunday, with - the 
rider; “Uniess a contrary order Is 
given on Saturday evening.” 


It is generally believed that the 
demands made by Herr Scyssinquart 
to Dr. von Schuschnigg included, 
firstly, the postponement of the 
plebisclte to give time for a Nazi 
‘propaganda campaign; secondly two 
more Cabinet posts to be given .to 
the Nazis. 


Herr Keppler Is understood to have
